Resources Over 
$10 Million 


For the first time in its 62- 
year history Pomona College has 
resources exceeding the $10,000,- 
000 mark. 

Exact total resources amount to 
$10,091,932.78, according to the 
1949 Report of President E. Wil- 
son Lyon. 

Pomona College endowment 
funds at the present time are 
$4,819,477.56. Plant funds, based 
on original costs and therefore 
not reflecting present day values, 


total $4,544,011.01 
NET YIELD 
Returns on invested funds dur- 
ing the year yielded a net in- 
come of 4.79 percent. Gifts re- 
ceived by the college in the past 
two years total $493,661.40. Of 
this sum, $299,923.36 was received 
in 1947-48, and $193,738.04 in 
1948-49. Alumni gifts totaled 
$61,839.58, and contributions of 
the Women’s Campus Club total- 
ed $20,817. 

President Lyon disclosed that 
the annual operating budget for 
1948-49 was the largest in the 
history of the College. Expendi- 
tures totaled $1,621,910.51, an in- 
crease of more than $100,000 over 
the 1947-48 figure of $1,521,099.85 
and a more than half million dol- 
lar increase over the $1,000,827.99 
figure for 1941-42. 

Rising costs and interest in ex- 
tensive building plans, as well as 
necessity for faculty salary in 
creases, have prompted President 
Lyon to urge the doubling of the

Air Force Blasts 
Myth of Saucers 


WASHINGTON (UP) The air 
force yesterday exploded the “fly- | 
ing saucer” myth. 

It said an exhaustive two-year 


investigation of scores of reports 
of strange disk-like objects sweep- 
ing along at tremendous speeds, 
had established there is no such 
thing. 

The reports, it said, resulted 
from “misinterpretation of various 
conventional objects, a mild form 
of mass hysteria of hoaxes.” 

The air force added that it has 
discontinued a special ‘project 
saucer” set up at Wright Field at 
Dayton, O., to study them 
cause “there is no evidence the re- 
ports are not the result of natural 
phenomena.” 

The statement was issued after 
True Magazine said in its current 
issue that “informed ahthorities"” 
believed the “saucers” are inter- 
plantry spaceships manned by 
half-pint civilized beings. 

The magazine said earth has 
been subjected to systematic, close- 
range observation by ‘living, in- 
telligent observers from another 
planet” for the last 175 years. 

Radio station WRVA at Rich- 
mond, Va., added to the fantasy 
yesterday when it reported in a 
humorous vein that a “flying sau- 
cer” had been found crashed with 
some 12 dead crewmen aboard.

THE NORTH WIND DOTH BLOW 


Ancient Weather Proverbs More 
True Than False, Say Experts 


NEW YORK (UP) Ancient 
proverbs, some dating back to 
biblical times, are more true than 
false in the prediction of weather, 
a scientific jury announced yes- 
terday. 

The report, given by Dr. Vaden 
W. Miles, assistant professor of 
physics, Wayne University, De- 
troit, to the American Association 
For the Advancement of Science, 
said that a total of 333 weather 
proverbs were studied to deter- 
mine whether they have a basis 
in principles of physical science. 

The jury, composed of three 
teachers of physical science, in- 
cluding a licensed meterologist, 
conducted the investigation. Of 
153 proverbs allocated to 17 cate- 
gories of weather factors, the 
jury unanimously agreed that 87,

On moon- 
lit nights the impression is that 
one is loose at a pig-killing fes- 
tival in Tahiti. 


When Don throws a luau, au-

and a sarong. His music is au- 


'thentic. He has revived interest 
here in the classic hula, and con- 
stantly imports talent from 


Tahiti and Samoa. 


Beach-Comber’s operation, while
